Gigantic Canal Scheme. 


It is reported at Odessa that an Anglo- 
Russian syndicate bas been formed to 
equstruct # canal from the Baltic to the 
Black Sen large enough fo admit of the 
passage of. tha heaviest warships, The 
work will chiefly consist in dredging the 
oxisting river channels. eg 


[The following contains the leading fea- 
tures of the lstest detailed description of 
the scheme published in England :—The 
route proposed is from the Gulf of Riga 
along the Rivers Duna, Beresina, and 
Doieper, to Kherson on the Black Sea, 
the length being 994 miles. ‘The channels 
of the rivers would be deepened, and new 
cuttings made where necessary, 80 a5 to 
give a depth of 28ft. of wator, tho estimated 
cost being 20 ions sterling, and the time 
of constructiom five years. While the 
prinary object of the canal is to connect the 
naval dockyards at Liban in the north with 
thoso at Nikolaietf in the south; it is 
thought that the great waterway would he 
commercially successful, as if . would 
develop a very rich tract of country. 
There ia already communication between 
the two seas, practicable for rafta and anal} 
vessels, by thia route, and also to the 
Black Sea, near Memel,: by means of the 
Dnieper, tho Oginsky Cannl, and the 
Niemen. The Duna, which empties into 
the Gulf of Riga, is gonorally closed by ice 
from November to April, and the Dnieper, 
which discharges thraugh nine months into
